- Paragraph 76, Line 7: Please insert the word -a- before “predetermined”. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance; 
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2. Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

3. Several references are used to turn off power to machinery in emergency 
situations. However, there is no prior art device that also operates in a plurality of 
different modes including disabling operation of the power machinery and preventing a 
third party from inadvertently initiating operation of the power machinery from a remote 
location while transmitting a distress signal to the third party. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled “Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance.” 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Maletta [U.S. 4,973,944] straps to a wrist of a user for a proximity-warning 
device. 

Dubois, III [U.S. 5,025,175] provides a safety means for powered machinery. 
Wolf [U.S. 6,124,791] is an on-off switch for a lawnmower. 

Mayr et al [U.S. 6,160,323] has several switching circuits and position-sensing 



devices for controlled machines. 
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Drinkard [U.S. 6,753,776] provides visible indicators for indicating a relative 
location of objects within a scanning field of view. 

Zeng et al [U.S. 6,897,783] uses RF transmission to be worn by electricians and 
construction workers.
